STATEMENT ESTABLISHING UNINTENTIONAL DELAY 



Attorneys for Applicant, Gibson, Dunn & Crutcher LLP, took over prosecution of this 
patent application from the law firm of Wilson Sonsini Goodrich & Rosati, receiving their file 
for this patent application on June 19, 2001 in our San Francisco, California office. On or 
around the end of July or the beginning of August, 2000, an Issue Fee Transmittal and Notice of 
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Allowability was received in our San Francisco office from the USPTO. On August 4, 2000, a 
letter was sent from the San Francisco office to our client, Saqqara Systems, Inc., the assignee of 
the patent application, including either the original or a copy of the Issue Fee Transmittal and 
Notice of Allowability. 

On or around the middle of August, 2001, the San Francisco office forwarded the file for 
this case to the attention of Stanley J. Gradisar at the firm's Denver office for further 
prosecution. In reviewing the file, Mr. Gradisar could not find a copy of the Issue Fee 
Transmittal or the Notice of Allowability. Mr. Gradisar contacted the San Francisco office on 
several occasions inquiring about the missing Issue Fee Transmittal and Notice of Allowability. 
- The original nor any copies could not be located in the San Francisco office. Mr. Gradisar sent a 
letter to Saqqara Systems, Inc. on October 4, 2000 requesting a copy of these documents, based 
on the August 4, 2000 letter in the file. However, in a subsequent follow up phone call placed by 
Mr. Gradisar to Saqqara Systems, Inc., Mr. Gradisar learned that the documents in question 
could not be found. 

On October 25, 2000, Mr. Gradisar submitted a Fee Transmittal and a check for $1,240 to 
pay the issue fee for this application. The return postcard for this communication was received 
back from the USPTO bearing the date of October 30, 2000. On February 26, 2001, the San 
Francisco office received a Notice of Abandonment, dated February 12, 2001, from the USPTO. 
The reason cited for abandonment was failure to timely file new formal drawings as required in 
the Notice of Allowability. Since Mr. Gradisar did not have the original or a copy of the Notice 
of Allowability, he was not aware of the requirement contained therein for submission of formal 
drawings, and the failure to include formal drawings along with the payment of the issue fee was 
unintentional. 

Since receiving the notice of abandonment, Mr. Gradisar has had several telephone 
conversations with Examiner Jack Choules and Chief Draftsperson Bridgett Gray regarding 
filing this petition for revival and submission of formal drawings. On behalf of Applicant, the 
attorneys for Applicant request that this petition for revival be granted.
